The greatest victory in military history appear- 


es to be in the making. Attacking on a front of 
nearly 50 miles from south of St. Quentin to the 
vicinity of Douai, British, French and American 
troops are reported to have affected a complete 
Jjreak through nearly half of this front. 


Through this gap the allied forces are pouring 


in pursuit of nearly a half a million of Germany'.s 
best soldiers, who are reported- to be in utter rout. 


Allied cavalry is galloping at the heels of the 


retreating Germans while our infantry is following 
in their wake, practically without opposition. 


A great number of prisoners anoSvast quanti- 


ties of material has been taken.

- Slaughter of the enemy as the allied troops 


swept through on this front is reported to have been 
appalling. 


"More than 12,000 prisoners were taken in Tues- 


day's operations. A number greatly in excess of 
that is believed to have been captured yesterday. 


The great German center of Douai appears to 


be within the allies7 grasp. 


The next defensive system prepared by the Ger- 


mans—known as the Calencinnes line—lies fully 
fifteen miles to the eastward of the present battle 
front.
